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Plain Township continues to apply for grants to help our
community grow, whether through property acquisition
or infrastructure improvements. Recently, Plain Township
has been awarded several grants to accomplish both.

Through the Destination Enhancement Grant, Visit Canton
awarded Plain Township $50,000 to help construct a
playground on the new amphitheater property. The
purpose of the playground is to provide families and
residents with a place to gather, eat, and play while visiting
Oakwood Square Plaza. The playground will complement
the planned shade structures and fire pits to create a family
and community gathering space. Township officials
completed a digital application and were chosen as finalists
for a Zoom interview by members of Visit Canton’s
Destination Enhancement Grant Committee. Plain
Township made a strong case for a playground to cap off
the amphitheater project, which would be possible only
through the awarding of grant dollars. Visit Canton
recognized the value of the project to our community and
awarded the total amount requested to Plain Township.
The project is slated for completion in 2023.

Plain Township was also awarded an Ohio Department of
Natural Resources (ODNR) NatureWorks grant for the
addition of pickleball courts as well as for the renovation
of a tennis court at Al Leno Park. This project will be located
at the current site of the existing tennis courts. It will feature
four pickleball courts and one court for tennis. Fencing
between the courts to act as barriers and boundaries will
also be installed. Slated for completion in 2023, the addition
of pickleball courts creates local facilities in Plain Township
for the fastest growing physical activity nationwide, across
all ages. The renovation of the tennis court will continue
to serve the residents the park has always served, making

this a win-win project for our community. Plain Township
has applied multiple times for this grant and township
officials were elated to be awarded funding for such a
sought-after project.

Through a multi-year partnership with the Western Reserve
Land Conservancy, Muskingum Watershed District, and
the Ohio Public Works Commission, Plain Township secured
the Natural Resource Assistance Council of Stark County
(NRAC) grant and the Watershed Management Grant
through the Muskingum Watershed District to secure the
acquisition of Monarch Meadows. Funding was also
received by the Stark Community Foundation for this
project. Monarch Meadows is a parcel of land comprising
just over 19 acres, which sits between Veterans Park and
Compassion Church on Schneider Street. During the
intensive work and research process, it was determined
that some level 3 wetlands were present on this property.
Level 3 is a designation given to wetlands which contain
or provide habitat for threatened or endangered species.
 In this case, the Tri-colored bat, which is on the state’s
endangered species list, makes its home in Monarch
Meadows. The acquisition of the land is to preserve these
pristine wetlands and natural habitats in their current
condition. The property will provide educational
opportunities for students, wildlife viewing for visitors, and
the aesthetic beauty the field of goldenrod provides every
fall.

Procuring these grant dollars provides necessary resources
for Plain Township to implement quality projects and
provide needed public services our township would
otherwise be unable to afford. Projects like these contribute
to making Plain Township a great place to live, work,
and play.

Plain Township Continues To Utilize
Grants For Growth

Due to a recent change in Ohio Law that deals with
transient vendors, Plain Township can no longer curtail a
transient vendor's ability to knock on doors in residential
neighborhoods. To abide with the new laws, the Board of
Trustees have enacted a revised Township Transient
Vendor Regulation. The new guidelines will adopt the
Registration and Regulation of Transient Vendors or "door-
to-door" sales.

Township residents that do not wish to be bothered by
door-to-door sales people will need to add their addresses
to the Plain Township "DO NOT KNOCK" Registry.

Once your address is on the registry, the Township will
send you a sticker that must be displayed on or near your
front door or window which states, "NO SOLICITORS". If
you sign up for this registry and display the sticker, all
vendors going door-to-door are prohibited from knocking
on your door.

To be added to the “Do Not
Knock” registry, please visit the
Plain Township Zoning
Department at 2600 Easton St.
NE, Canton, Ohio, in person, so
we can provide you with a window
sticker. Please also bring proof of
residency such as a utility bill, driver’s
license, etc. Registry forms are available online under the
Zoning Department tab. This registry excludes those
representing any entity exempt from taxation under
Section 5709.04 of the Ohio Revised Code (i.e. students
selling items for school fundraisers, Boy/Girl Scouts, etc.).

Once your address is added to the registry, your address stays
on the list until:

• The Township receives notice/request for removal.
• The Township receives notice that you are no longer
   residing at the registered address.

The splash pad will be operational daily from 10:00am -7:00pm. It is open to the public
at large. It displays several water features for people of all ages and abilities. All children
not completely potty trained are required to wear swim diapers for the health and
safety of all users. The shelter at Veterans Park is available for reservation. The
reservation of the shelter does not include exclusive use of the splash pad, but does
include the pavilion, tables, grill, and trash cans within its structure. All other park
amenities remain open to the pubic at large.

The Splash Pad at Veterans Park will remain open through Labor Day weekend before
shutting down for the season. We encourage all to spend your day at the park and
enjoy the splash pad, playground, disc golf course, walking trail, dog park and the
Veterans Memorial Hillside monuments dedicated to the men and women of the
armed forces. We look forward to seeing you and your family at the park!

THE PLAIN TOWNSHIP DOG PARK will be
closed for maintenance in the Spring. The
exact date is dependent on weather
conditions. Believe us, our dogs don’t like it
either but our dog park is natural grass, not
turf, so yearly maintenance is required. We
will keep you posted on social media for the
exact date it closes and reopens.

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Shelters are one of the most popular amenities in your Plain Township Parks
System. People of all ages and abilities take advantage of a beautiful park
setting for their birthday and graduation parties, family reunions, wedding
and baby showers and other special occasions. The shelters are a great place
to gather, celebrate, and enjoy the unique amenities of each park.

All our shelters can be rented online at your convenience 24 hours a day from
the comfort of your home. Visit apm.activecommunities.com/plaintownship
or go to plaintownshipstarkoh.gov and click the hyperlink on the homepage.
You must create an account, select your desired park and shelter, along with
the date, and time of your event. After you complete your online payment,
you should print and review your reservation permit. Your permit serves as
your documentation that the shelter is booked during your selected date and
time. Bring that permit with you to your reservation. Please include setup and
tear down time into your reservation window as we allow multiple reservations
per day. Your rented space needs to be cleaned and vacated by the end of
your reservation time and ready for the next rental. Shelters are $10 per hour
with a $10 nonrefundable administrative fee for residents and $30 per hour
with a $10 nonrefundable administrative fee for nonresidents.

We have 3 beautiful outdoor shelters to select from. Al Leno Park off Alpine
Street is home to the North and South outdoor shelters. The South shelter is
closest to the indoor restroom. At Veterans Park, the outdoor shelter is located
near the playground and splash pad. Diamond Community Park hosts an
indoor community room inside of the Diamond Indoor Sports Complex.

When renting the Diamond Park Community Room, be on the lookout for an
email from lbeskitt@plaintownshipstarkoh.gov with instructions on how to
access the room.

The Fiscal Office is
responsible for Plain
Township’s Investment
Policy and Portfolio. The
township can invest
cash reserves and earn
interest income on
those reserves. Our
current Fiscal Officer is
an experienced CPA.
The Fiscal Office has
performed cash flow
analysis and reviewed the investment options available to Plain
Township. The Fiscal Officer has completed additional training
through the Ohio Treasurer’s office which allowed Plain Township
to utilize additional investment options.

A properly allocated investment portfolio can maximize the interest
income that Plain Township receives. That increase that Plain
Township receives goes to the General Fund. The changes that have
been made to the cash reserve allocations have greatly increased
the interest income that Plain Township receives monthly, despite
historically low interest rates. Plain Township’s interest income is
now averaging over $30,000 per month.

Your Plain Township Fiscal Office continues to evaluate the
investment earnings of Plain Township to ensure the greatest rate
of return while maintaining safe and secure investments. Your
money deserves proper supervision.

Any sign or device located within a public right-of-way shall be deemed a
public nuisance and can be removed by the Plain Township Road Department
Superintendent without any written notice. What is the public right-of-way?
It is public property and is generally any property that sits between a utility
pole and the shoulder of the roadway.

Plain Township is stepping up efforts to remove illegal temporary signs on
public property that adversely affect the appearance of streetscapes,
neighborhoods, and business districts throughout the Township. To halt the
proliferation of illegal signs, Plain Township Street Maintenance crews will
remove and dispose of temporary signs located within the public right-of-
way which includes tree lawns throughout the Township. Sign removal will
occur during the crews' routine work assignments in the neighborhoods.

Examples of illegal temporary signs include real estate and other business
signs, placards, garage sale signs and various advertisements placed on utility
poles or in the public right-of -way. These kinds of signs are an unsightly
blemish on the appearance of our neighborhoods and business districts. The
quantity and variety of signs that are cropping up on street corners and along
roadways are a distraction, and they can pose a visual barrier to motorists. We
must discourage this practice for the sake of our neighborhoods. We are asking
residents to be more conscious of any signs along their own property and
encourage everyone to help rid our community of unnecessary and unsightly
clutter. The result is a cleaner, safer, more attractive township.

Is It Legal to Put up Business Signs on the Side of the Road?

Signs that are applied to trees, utility poles, benches, trash receptacles, newspaper
vending machines or boxes, or any other unapproved supporting structure, or
otherwise placed in the public right-of-way

Any sign or sign structure which in the opinion of the Zoning Inspector is
structurally unsafe, or constitutes a hazard to safety or health by reason of
inadequate maintenance, dilapidation, or abandonment

Signs that employ any parts or elements which revolve, rotate, whirl, spin or
otherwise make use of motion to attract attention except for electronic message
centers permitted in accordance with the Plain Township Zoning Resolution

Laser lights, beacons, and searchlights, except for emergency purposes

Motor vehicles, tractor trailers, or similar vehicles with signs painted on, attached
to, or otherwise affixed to the vehicle shall not be parked or stored long-term
on a lot as a form of signage. This standard does not apply to vehicles used in
the day-to-day business of the applicable use (e.g., delivery vehicles or vehicles
used by employees). Vehicles with signage that are parked for more than 24-
hours on a lot without a principal use or parked, without any movement, for
more than one week on a lot with a principal use, shall be considered a violation
of this subsection.

Any signs that utilize illumination by means of bare bulbs, flames, or both

Any signs which imitate or resemble official traffic or governmental signs that
are designed or used in a manner as to interfere with, mislead, or confuse drivers
along streets

Any sign that violates the traffic visibility requirements

Any sign located in a public right-of-way

Signs mounted to light poles

PROHIBITED SIGN TYPES

Spring is a great time for cleaning up inside and outside the

home. However, when you spruce up your car, think of going

to a local car wash vs. hosing it down at home. This actually

saves water and reduces runoff to our waterways that

contains soap and debris.

A standard garden hose uses about 10 gallons per minute. If
you wash your car for 10 minutes, you might consume 100
gallons of water. While hosing with an automatic shut-off valve
may save more water, it’s still recommended to take your car
to a commercial car wash that can
properly dispose of harmful
runoff (debris, oil, harmful
soaps, etc.).
Commercial car
washes also have
sophisticated
reclamation systems
that enable them to
re-use water, so
they only expend
approximately
9-15 gallons of
water during any
given wash cycle.

A credit card and email address are required
to complete registration successfully.

The key card expires one year from the date
of purchase. If you registered on-line using
your credit card and that credit card is still
active, it will automatically renew on that
date. NOTHING FURTHER IS REQUIRED.

If your credit card information has changed,
please call (330) 492-4689 to update your
information. DO NOT register again as this
creates a duplicate record in our system. If

We know work and safety zones can
affect your drive time, but these
improvements and services are critical
to keeping our roadways and
communities safe.
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By the time this spring newsletter hits your mailbox, I’m hoping we
are through the worst of the winter weather for the season but you
just never know in Ohio! A quick reminder, March 19th -25th is Severe
Weather Awareness Week in Ohio along with a statewide tornado
drill on March 22, 2023.  Our weather can be very unpredictable and
dangerous in this area. With spring on the horizon, it becomes very
important that you keep an eye on the sky and use caution when
severe weather is in the area. As every Ohioan knows, weather can
change in an instant.

Weather in many areas can be complicated and difficult to predict. As
I looked at predictions from the 2023 Farmer’s Almanac, I noticed that
they are predicting April to be a stormy month and referred to us
seeing a “turbulent transition to warmth” this year. I wanted to share
a few tips and reminders with the community to help you during
severe weather. Remember that lightning can strike up to 10 miles
from a storm. It is not safe to go outside until at least 30 minutes after
a storm. To help protect against injury and property damage, you
should keep trees trimmed appropriately and secure loose objects
that could easily blow away.

In the event of a tornado, you should seek shelter within your home.
According to the National Weather Service, the basement or interior
room away from windows are the best places to go. If you have children
in the home, you should practice tornado drills with them. Keep in
mind that a tornado watch means that conditions could become
favorable for a tornado to develop. It is important to keep a close eye
on the sky and weather forecasts during tornado watches. A tornado
warning means that a tornado is happening or about to happen. In
the event that a tornado warning is issued for your area, you need to
immediately take cover!

During times of heavy rain, some neighborhoods and roadways
become quickly flooded. If you expect flooding near your home, try
to elevate belongings to protect from flooding.  If you come upon a
flooded roadway, it is critical that you not drive through the water or

try to walk, swim or wade through it. Oftentimes, there can be strong
currents going through flooded areas that can carry a person or even
a vehicle away. There can also be hidden dangers in the water such
as garbage, debris and downed power lines and even the roadway
underneath could be washed away. Remember, “Turn Around, Don’t
Drown.”

Spring is also a good time to review a few home security tips and re-
evaluate your property. Take a look around your home and make a
plan to “burglarize” yourself. This may help you identify weak spots
that you may not have noticed before. Here are a few basic tips and
reminders:

• Lock your windows and doors even if you are only leaving for a short time
• Make your home look occupied at all times by using lights, timers and
 radios or televisions
• Upgrade door and window locks as burglars often look for the easiest 

targets.  If you lost a key, change your locks immediately.
• Consider installing motion lights, cameras and a security system.
• If you plan to be gone for a significant period of time, have a trusted 

neighbor keep an eye out for suspicious activity at your home.
• Close blinds or keep valuables out of plain sight through first floor windows

and doors.
• Keep your garage door closed, even if you are home.  You donít want to 

advertise your possessions to would-be thieves or make it easy to grab 
something and run.

I hope everyone is able to take something valuable away from these tips
and reminders. I want everyone in Plain Township and Stark County to
have a great 2023!

The road crew will be sweeping
all township streets beginning in
April (weather permitting). Yard
repairs from snowplow damage
will begin in early April (weather
permitting) in the order that the
requests were received.  If you see
a pothole on a township road,
please call the Plain Township
Road Department at
330-492-3423. Repairs will be
made as soon as we are aware of
the obstruction.

Permits Required:

Permits can be obtained and paid for on the Plain Township website
under the Road Department section.

Road Opening Permits:

A permit is required for any excavation in the township right-of-way.
The fee for this permit is $75.00.

Driveway Permits:

A permit is required for new construction or any other improvements
you make to your existing driveway.  This permit gives you instructions
for paving and apron requirements. The fee for this permit is $20.00.

Prevent Drainage Problems:

You can help prevent drainage problems
by remembering not to blow or rake
leaves, grass clippings, or other debris
into the storm sewers, ditches, or streets,
as this is not only in violation of ORC
3767.17, but it will also help to reduce
many drainage and flooding problems
during heavy rain falls.

Please also remember that it is illegal to dump oil, antifreeze, herbicides,
pesticides, or other hazardous products into ditches, culverts, or catch
basins. All violators will be prosecuted! If you see dumping taking place,
please report it to the Stark County Health Department by calling
330-493-9904.

Trees, Bushes, & Hedges:

Please trim back your trees, bushes, hedges, etc. that causes sight
problems for drivers. The township is NOT held responsible for trees
in the right-of-way!

Hoops & Garbage Cans:

Portable and permanent basketball hoops
are very popular throughout Plain Township.
Please remember that no basketball hoops
or garbage cans are permitted to be placed
in the right-of-way.  The Plain Township
Trustees ask that these hoops be moved
immediately. Bill Kopp was promoted to Project Inspector in January of
